A child is always learning and 
certainly any experience which 
occupies so much of his time 
must, Dr. Schramm says, play 
some part in shaping the child 
who comes to school. Too much 
of the writing about this effect of 
television has fallen into a historic 
error of merely viewing with 
alarm. Whenever a new medium 
comes along older people blame it 
for the defects they see in the 
young. The movies, radio and tele- 
vision have each in turn been 
blamed for juvenile delinquency. 
And as oldsters know, before the 
novices the dime novels were pop- 
ularly regarded as corrupters of 
youth. 


Potency 


But none of these media had 
the potency of television, While 
there are variations, 25 per cent 
of eighth grade children, for ex- 
ample, view television four hours 
or more on a school day and 10 
per cent view it a half hour or 
less. Children in isolated towns in 
mountain or prairie. states spend 
longer hours before the screens 
than those in larger cities. 


Moreover, children’s use of tele- 
vision begins very early. By the 
age of three one-third of them are 
seeing television. Dr. Schramm 
relates that in the course of the 
study he was in more than one 
home where the baby’s bassinet 
was pushed right up in-front of 
the set and ‘the young fellow’s 
eyes were darting back and forth 
to follow the horses across the 
screen.”’ By the age of five, 80 
per cent are viewing, and by the 
age of six, 90 per cent. 


The study is not yet completed, 
but some deductions are already 
accepted. In the first grade the 
children who watch ‘\\ daily and 
who profit most in vocabulary are 
the bright, or fast, learners, and 
the slow, The former show a 
vocabulary increase of about 30 
per cent, the latter 15. The aver- 
age pupil, always rather passive, 
shows little reaction. 


But by the 12th grade, the fast 
learners who have not been TV 
viewers catch up. By that grade 
children tend to watch it less. 


Disturbed Homes 


Children in disturbed homes, 
where there is a sense of insecur- 
ity, tend to watch TV more than 
those in stable families. 


TV captures some of the time 
previously given to play, movies, 
reading of fiction, radio, sleep. 
Since all these activities repre- 
sent pleasure-seeking, escape, fan- 
tasy-making or relaxation, it must 
be accepted that television is re- 
placing them. The study suggests 
that children develop a ‘“‘set’”’ to- 
ward television as a source of 
fantasy, escape, excitement, as 
opposed to information, instruc- 
tion and effort. 


Through the eighth grades fam- 
ily habits have great influence. 
If parents look at educational fea- 
tures, plays, and so on, the chil- 
dren will do the same. But where 
parents scorn such programs thé 
child follows, saying ‘‘Educational 
programs are for squares.”

The correct figure is 0.34 cent, 
slightly over one-third of a cent, 
per therm. , 


The $38.15 estifhate did not 
come from Atlanta Gas Light Co. 
It was arrived at by combining 
the faulty PSC figure with what 
the gas company said was the 
amount. of gas used by an aver- 
age householder. 


The correct figure is more like 
$3.80. 


The PSC granted the increase to 
Atlanta Gas Light Co. in two 
parts: 


1. $3,350,000 a year to meet the 
increased cost of gas from the 
supplier. 


2. $1,258,000 a year to improve 
the company’s rate of earnings. 


The increase went into effect 
Jan. 1 for commercial customers 
and will go into effect June 15 for 
residential users. —

CHICAGO—Adlai E. Stevenson 
called Wednesday for a perma- 
nent, special peace and disarma- 
ment agency under the secretary 
of state as a “‘symbol of our de- 
termination to lead the world 
away from madness.”’ 


Coining a slogan, he declared 
the \top American foreign policy 
goal should be “freedom from 
war.”

“appeasement”? with McCarthy- 
ism. ‘ 
Stevenson expressed optimism 
about future talks with the Soviet 
Union. 


“With the help of our Allies 
we must repair the damage as 
soon as possible and resume 
meaningful discussion with the 
Russians at lower levels over the 
wide range of world affairs,”’ he 
said. “‘And Soviet readiness is re- 
vealed, I think, by the good cli- 
mate at the nuclear test ban 
conference in Geneva.”

$1,369,367.88.

Prime contractor is Henry New- 
ton & Co. of Decatur, but Gillis 
said the faulty work was done 
under a subcontract by Acme Con- 
struction Co., owned by Cochran 
politician - contractor Jimmy 
Dykes.

Georgia’s caution in putting its under- 
sea real estate on the oil market is jus- 
tified by the hard time our Gulf Coast 
neighbors are having. 

What looks like salt water one day 
can be liquid gold the next. 


Florida and Texas are happy. Tues- 
day’s Supreme Court finding gave those 
states title to 10% miles of sea bottom 
off their coasts. Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama are unhappy. They got only 
34% miles. How can this be? 

The unequal treatment resulted from 
cringing in Congress seven years ago. 
Rather than set mileage on tidelands for 
all states, Congress passed what Justice 
Harlan terms an “ill-drawn statute,” 
simply giving states the seaward bound- 
aries they had when admitted to the 
Union. ‘This passed the buck to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Texas had claimed 10% miles be- 
fore it entered the Union in 1845. Florida 
claimed its 104% miles when it was re- 
admitted following the Civil War. The 
court granted the claims. 

One can be sure Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama would have claimed 10% 
miles following Appomattox—and Geor- 
gia, too—if they had known what the 
simple claim could later mean for Florida. 

Such flimsy reckoning cannot stand. 
The Supréme Court has passed the buck 
back to Congress. Surely Congress will 
do its duty now and set tideland bound- 
aries for all states. 

If in so doing Congress should give 
all of the Gulf states a 10%-mile limit, 
then Georgia certainly could not be 
blamed for demanding an equal boundary 
with her neighbors. 

Meanwhile, the State Mineral Leasing 
Commission showed commendable care 
Wednesday not to commit the three miles 
we've got pending full study. The bid- 
ders who want to hunt oil on our coastal 
shelf can benefit the state by the ex- 
ploration and we want to see drilling go 
forward. 

But first, as the troubles of our neigh- 
bor states remind us, the people’s wealth 
should be protected by prudent terms 
assuring their fair share of any sunken 
treasure that is there.

Revenue Picture Bright 


But Could Be Brighter 


The record increase in Georgia tax 
collections in May of $4,400,000 is ac- 
counted for largely by the jump in income 
taxes brought on by the withholding law. 
But even this hike would be much greater 
if all employers were complying with the 
law. 

To date. according to Revenue Com- 
missioner Dixon Oxford, only 35,000 state 
émployers have filed for withholding tax 
numbers as compared with 65,000 for the 
federal government. These employers are 
not ignorant of the law about which they 
have been fully informed. Those failing 
to comply now run the risk of being 
penalized at considerable cost later. 

The fact that 50,000 new state tax- 
payers have been added to the rolls al- 
ready as a result of withholding speaks 
well for the law itself. 

Elsewhere on the tax front, the Ful- 
ton County Board of Education, says 
Supt. Paul West, is approaching a tax 
crisis. Growth of school population con- 
tinues and the tax ceiling is being 
pushed. 

Here, too, there is a state angle. While 
Fulton Countians are paying taxes on 50 
per cent of their real property evalua- 
tions for schools, throughout the state 
evaluations are -so ridiculously low and 
limitations for school purposes the same 
that the county is paying a heavy penalty. 
The chargeback formula has a built-in 
penalty. 

Local support of schools in most com- 
munities is among the lowest in the na- 
tion while the state’s support ranks near 
the top. This will have to be corrected if 
the growing systems are to maintain 
quality and if the state is to meet its edu- 
cational bills.

Why Deny the People 
Their Right of Choice? 


Results of the Alabama presidential 
elector’s contest, in which loyalist Demo- 
crats were split almost evenly with states’ 
righters pledged to support no candidate, 
means several things. 


. First, the state will send a divided 
delegation to the electoral college. Re- 
gardiess of who the state votes for in 
the presidential election there is no as- 
surance the will of the voters will be 
expressed. 


Secondly, it shows the strong di- 
vision among Alabama Democratic voters 
with those favoring remaining loyal to 
the party in the majority. 

Pointed up again is the futility of 
sending unpledged electors to the elec- 
toral college. Alabama’s role at the 
Democratic National Convention, where 
party issues will be threshed out to be- 
come the natignal platform, has been 
diluted. Similarly, the political task of 
her Democratic congressional delegation 
has been made the harder. 

Party battles should be fought with- 
in the party and the decisions reached 
by the majority have to become the basis 
of the national campaign. 

In Alabama, with its divided dele- 
gation, and in other states where the 
entire electoral college is unpledged, the 
role of the people in the presidential 
campaign could mean little. The small 
group of electors holds control. This is 
reducing democracy to a minimum and 
makes a mockery of the right of the 
ballot.

Patients Come First; 
Not Political Interests 


Now that Baldwin County Rep. Cul- 
ver Kidd’s potshots at various and sun- 
dry things at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital have been aired, a look at the rec- 
ord is in order. 


The institution was transferred from 
the welfare to the health department a 
little over a year ago. 


Now, according to the health depart- 
ment’s annual report released Wednes- 
day, six out of 10 patients admitted to 
the intensive treatment program are re- 
turned to their homes within 10 days. 


Better procedures have been adopted 
for screening of patients; inmates with 
similar conditions and diagnosis are clas- 
sified for housing purposes; improve- 
ments have been made in safety and sani- 
tary conditions. 


The hospital is by no means perfect. 
Periodic inspections by Rep. Kidd’s com- 
mittee and reports of findings, after in- 
spection, are in order.

Russians Reject 


God as ‘Old Hat’ 


KIEV, Ukraine—After Moscow this is a fair 
city. It stands high on the banks of the River 
Dnieper, a vast splendid waterway at least half * 

a mile wide. It was here that the Nazis did their very damnedest. 


They blew up 45 per cent of the town. They set to work in this, the 
oldest city in the U.S.S.R., and wrought havoc all around them with 
Teutonic fury. They killed 160,000 men, women and children. 


In Kiev is one of the most fa- 
mous monasteries in the world— 


the Lavra Monastery. The Hun — 


was here, too, and the gorilla im- 
prints remain. In the middle of 
the monastery I saw the ruins 
of the llth century church that 
the Germans demolished with high 
explosives for no adequate mili- 
tary reason but for the other un- 
holy pleasure of vengeful destruc- 
tion. 

The Lavra was shown to me 
with pride. Pride in the historic 
and architectural beauty of the 
place—and pride, or at least sat- 
isfaction, that the Christian re- 
ligion almost has been driven out. 
Almost but not quite. 


It seems that centuries ago the 
Lavra was an extremely rich in- 
stitution. The monks did them- 
selves very well. Here was no 
ascetic fasting and hair-shirting 
but a good deal of wining and 
dining; and I was told that these 
cheerfully holy men owned no 
less than 200 vodka factories in 
the Ukraine. 

But Stalin ended all that and 
in 1937 the monastery was con- 
verted into a public museum. But 
an odd concession was made. The 
remaining monks were allowed to 
keep a few buildings and their 
catacombs. I saw this last re- 
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doubt of Christianity. 

It lies in a little hollow over- 
looking the Dneiper. The monks 
are old men—patriarchal bearded 
figures in shabby attire who live 
in povery and squalor. 

To this remaining fragment of 
the once-mighty Lavra come a 
few old men and women—mostly 
peasant women of the very poor- 
est type. 

Down below in the catacombs 
they were holding a service by 
candlelight. On shelves, built into 
recesses every few yards, were 
strange, 
with faces covered but show- 
ing tiny shriveled hands, 

There were about 20 worship- 
pers—nearly all women, most of 
whom were in their 60s or 70s. A 
gaunt woman holding a hymn 
book led the unaccompanied sing- 
ing in the tiny room and they 
chanted with querulous joy in 
the dim guttering light.

I've wondered about a lot 
of other things, too. Who fixes 
his supper? Can a man who is 
blind make it about a kitchen, 
warming a bowl of soup and fix- 
ing sandwiches?

U.S. Drug Official 
Pushed Ad Slogan

WASHINGTON—A: former advertising writer for a 
drug firm Wednesday testified to ‘“jazzing up” a scien- 
tific speech by Dr. Henry Welch, former director of the 
antibiotics division of the Food and Drug Admnistration 
“to bring out the sales points” of a new antibiotic being 


introduced by his firm. 


Dr. Gideon Machuni of Brooklyn 
told the Senate antitrust and 
mono poly subcommittee that he 
had incorporated the sales- cam- 
paign slogan for sigmamycin, 
developed by Charles Pfizer and 
Co., in Dr. Welch’s opening re- 
marks to the annual antibiotics 
symposium of 1956. 

The subcommittee, now investi- 
gating the more than $287,000 re- 
ceived by Welch over a period of 
eight years in sideline publishing 
activities, devoted the entire day 
to a probe of this single product, 
sigmamycin. It was cleandomy- 
cin, synergistic in effect in that 
the combined drug was - more 
powerful therapeutically than the 
sum of its parts, taken separately. 


Nachumi said that the slogan 
chosen for sigmamycin was “a 
third era in antibiotics,’’ the sym- 
bol to be “‘the sun rising. out of 
the sea.” 


He said that work on this cam-

Welch speech was handed to him. 
He read from the speech, as de- 
livered, the passage which he said 
he had written in, as follows: 


“Tt is quite possible that we

where combinations of chemo- 
therapeutic agents, particularly 
synergistic ones, will be cus- 
tomarily used.”

’ Under the new regulation, tour- 
ists must pay in U.S. dollars in 
Hotels, restaurants, casinos and 
other places where services are 
rendered or purchases made. The 
only exception is when the tourist 
exhibits a receipt showing he or 
she has exchanged U.S. dollars 
for Cuban pesos at par in the 
Bank, its department at the air- 
port or in a hotel.

A major government land sale 
tentatively is scheduled for late 
August or early September in*the 
Clark Hill reservoir area on the 
Savannah River above Augusta. 


To be offered at public auction 
are 67 tracts ranging from 20 to 
400. acres each—a total of 10,900 
acres, which have been declared 
surplus at the big government 
dam reservation. 


LAND’S IN GEORGIA 


Most of the land is on the Geor- 
gia side of the river—65 parcels 
totaling 10,800 acres, mainly in 
Lincoln and Elbert counties. Two 
tracts aggregating 100 acres are 
in McCormick County, S.C. 


Declaring the acreage surplus 
and offering it for sale followed 
announcement last December . by 
U.S. Army Engineers of a new 
policy on government holdings 
around public reservoirs. 


Col. M. L. Webster, deputy gen- 
eral engineer in Atlanta, explained 
that formerly relatively wide 
strips had been retained around 
government reservoirs. Under the 
new policy, he added, only what 
actually is needed is kept, usually 
only to the flood water mark. 


BROUGHT CRITICISM 


The earlier policy had brought 
bitter criticism from opponents of 
two new dams proposed for the 
Savannah River between the Clark 
Hill and Hartwell dams, some 60 
miles apart. The critics charged 
that by retaining strips as wide as 
two or three miles around the 
reservoirs the government had in- 
sulated the area against industrial 
development. Instead of a prom- 
ised prosperity, the complained, 
industrial barrenness had resulted

Sassy Stirrers 
And Straws Add ¥ 
Spice to Shakes

Milk shakes are as All-American as the 
Fourth of July; as red, white and blue as the 
flag and as much a part of our way of life as 
Thanksgiving. 


Time was when they were strictly ice cream 
parlor fare. When grandad took grandmother for 
a stroll and a sip, you knew he was serious... . 
‘specially if he ordered one shake and two 
straws. 


But there is more to the milk beverage than 
tradition. Milk is the most nearly perfect food 
available to us and we should take advantage 
of it’s natural nutrients. 


Since milk supplies some of every dietary es- 
sential—protein, fat, carbohydrate minerals and 
vitamins it is obvious that nature specifically pre- 
pared this food for our diet. 

A quart a day is required each day for a child, 
while an adult should have at least 2% to 3 
glasses a day. 


You won’t have any trouble meeting these 
requirements, because today, milk shakes have 
moved into the home and the smart young lass 
has milk shake makin’s on hand. It’s such a 
smooth and satisfying evens to bring the 
crowd home to. 


New milk shake flavors are always welcome 
and some new refreshing flavors are Chocolate- 
Peppermint, Orange-Chocolate and Lemon- Bana- 
na. 


The first two are made in a glass without the 
assistance of mixer or blender—a long handled 
spoon does so nicely. 


To mix the Chocolate-Peppermint Shake: com- 
bine chocolate milk with peppermint ice cream 
in a tall glass, stir until well blended and top 
with scoops of peppermint ice cream. 


CHOCOLATE-PEPPERMINT SHAKE 


6 cups (1% quarts) chocolate milk 
1 quart peppermint ice cream 


For each milk shake, mix % cup milk and 1 
scoop ice cream in the bottom of glass. Fill glass

RHUBARB LAYER CAKE 
Cake Batter 


2 cups sifted cake flour 
2 tsps. baking powder 
4 tsp. salt 

cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 

3 egg yolks 

1 tsp. vanilla 

cup milk 


Sift together flour, baking 
powder and salt; set aside. 
Cream butter or margarine; 
gradually beat in sugar until 
light and fluffy. Add egg yolks 


one at a time, beating well aft- 
er each addition; mix in va- 
nilla. Add the sifted ingredients 
in three parts with thirds of 
milk; mix well. Pour into two 
greased and floured 8 inch 
layer cake pans; bake in a 
moderately hot oven (375 de- 
grees F.) about thirty minutes. 
Cool.

14 lb. fresh rhubarb 
14 cup sugar 

2 tbhispes. water 

2 thlsps. sugar 

2 tblsps. cornstarch 
4 tsp. salt 
1% tsp. grated lemon rind 

1 tsp. lemon juice 

Wash rhubarb and cut into 
% inch pieces. Cook with % cup 
sugar and water until very soft 
(about 15 minutes). In a small 
saucepan combine 2 tablespoons 
sugar, cornstarch and salt; stir 
in cooked rhubarb. Cook and 
stir over low heat until thick- 
ened and clear. Add lemon rind 
and juice; cool.

At this writing only CBS-TV 
has been able to peddle its 
version of the Democratic-Re- 
publican spectaculars in Los 
Angeles and Chicago. 


Westinghouse, which has par- 
ticipated in other conventions, 
has put up $6 million for the 
CBS-TV package. 

Betty Furness, we presume, 
again will open the refrigerator 
doors, eat, sleep, dress, in fact, 
live within the confines of the 


convention halls. This is the trick she performed 
in Chicago four years ago. 


Once the hoopla 


is over some televiewers 


might be wondering why Betty wasn’t nominated 
for one of the offices. 


Although NBC-TV has announced it is running 
its collar-ad combination, Huntley and Brinkley, 


in as 


“anchor men” for its convention coverage, 


this network has been able to unload only one- 
sixth of its bundle. Three advertisers have signed 
up. But they will take care of only a fraction of 
the multi-million-dollar bill. 


Things around ABC-TV headquarters possibly 
are even more glum. So far ABC-TV has rounded 
up only one sponsor who is going to participate 
in only one-twelfth of the network’s coverage. 

This is indeed a sad commentary. 


It reflects an indifference on the part of TV's 
big spenders toward the. political extravaganzas. 
And it points up an indifference on the part 
of the viewer toward the whoop-de-doo, which dur- 
ing the last conventions consisted of banner-toting,

There’s some 
conjecture whether, in light of the dull summer 
TV schedule which is going to shoo millions of 
cane out  « the house, this contract could be re- 
neem negotiated. 


It probably will take more 
than Huntley-Brinkley, Frank 
Sinatra and his “Summit” 
group, who likely will appear 
on cue if and when John Ken- 
nedy is nominated, to make the 
convention package attractive 
to the big spenders of TV. 


This is going to be a dull 
summer for the viewers—and 
likely a very costly one for the 
networks.
